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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in order 
to enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more easily, 
while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue of NL 
is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, and 
an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recently developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significatly applied. At the end 
of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts with related 
material in other sections. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad defini¬ 
tion applied in Head’s Historic Numomm. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The author 
index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical tide abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcomed and may be ad¬ 
dressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 


Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The tide of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original tide should be followed by a translation into one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a Congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the tide is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depen¬ 
ding upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract 
may be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or 
is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 


The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are remained from this control file 
as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. Title cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

The currency implications, e.g. coins struck farthest from the Danelaw are 
less pecked than those found nearer, and the chronological implications, e.g. dating 
of coin types of the Viking kingdom of \fork, are especially interesting. Bending, 
with some pecking, continues through the reign of Cnut and his sons into the period 
of Edward the Confessor.

II (deposed in 1523) during the years 1534-36 (when he tried to regain power, caus¬ 
ing a civU war in Denmark). The author provides evidence that the Duke Albrecht 
VII of Mecklenburg also had Danish coins struck whUe he was involved in that war.

They 
show the increasing inflow and significance of the West-European coins on the Pblish 
market. After a conspicuous break in inflow of foreign coins to Poland in the 12th 
century, they appear again at the end of the century. They were mostly German emis¬ 
sions in the second half of the 13th century usually from Brandenburg and Mecklen¬ 
burg. The single finds, of considerable different structure, show that the foreign coins 
played a role more as “pagament” than as a means of payment, because of the 
“renovatio monetae” and the obligatory use of current local money in Poland.

At Sroda Sl$ska (Neumarkt), one of the larger towns of Lower Silesia in the Mid¬ 
dle Ages, in 1985 and 1988 in the foundations of an old house three pots with silver 
and gold coins and precious jewelry were found. The find of 1985 consisted of 3,761 
Prague grossi and 6 Meissen grossi; in the find of 1988 there were 3,563 Prague grossi, 
1 Meissen grossus, 1 heller of Wroclaw, then gold florins of Silesia (1), Austria (1), 
Bohemia (2), Burgundy (1), Dauphine Viennois (1), Florence (9), Hungary (23), 
Venice (1 zecchino). Among the gold ornaments (not all preserved) were 8 segments 
of a diadem crowned with eagles and adorned with precious stones, a round buckle 
with an eagle, two pairs of lunular earrings, a bracelet, two rings, a circlet and a 
gold strip. The hoard was buried after 1342. The enormous sum of 120 Prague marks 
in total and the high artistic value of the ornaments suggest that the hoard belonged 
to a very rich or significant person (see R. Sachs’ article). (Marta M&lewska)

Before the coronation in 1348 Charles pawned 
his deceased wife’s jewels to a Sroda Sl$sk’s lender, named Musche, who was killed 
in 1362.

STEPHANVS REX/REGIA CIVITAS. The first type, known in 3 examples, dated 
1000-1015, should be ascribed to the mint in present-day Bratislava—an attribution 
which is not yet accepted by Hungarian numismatists. The second type can be con¬ 
nected with the coronation of Stephen I in 1000/1001. The most common third type, 
struck in larger quantities (especially light deniers or obols) was destined for the market. 
The first and second types were of commemorative character. (Marta M&lewska)

as well as the fractional values of the halblinge and vieriinge and the multiple values 
of the bracteate rolls and silver bars.

From the 
beginning of the 17th century when the depreciation of small coins began, more and 
more Polish and German small coins circulated in Hungary. The exchange rate of 
the “good coins” — first of all the crowns and ducats — rose essentially during that 
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time. The increase of the price levels was also spectacular. Shortage of goods, com¬ 
mercial decline, increasing speculation and discredit of the depreciated coins were 
characteristics of several local markets. The inflationary economic crisis ended in 
1628.

The present reproduction 
is from the author’s personal copy, with comments, corrections and illustrations in 
his own handwriting. It is possible therefore that the book never saw actual publica¬ 
tion. The book deals with a hoard of 2706 silver gros and half gros of the Lusignan 
dynasty in Cyprus and is made up of coins of Henry II (1285-1324), Hugh IV 
(1324-1359), Peter I (1359-1369) and Amaury, the usurper of the throne of his brother 
Henry II between die years 1306 and 1310. (M.L. Santamas)

The author puts forward certain arguments to prove that the cross pattle on the 
coins of the Lusignan kings of Cyprus (on the gold alloy scyphate coins of the first 
period of the reign of Henry II, on the silver coins of the second period of the reign 
of Henry II and on the silver coins of Peter I and John II) is identical to the cross 
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on the Coat of Arms of the Ibelin family and was placed there by Valian d’lbelin 
who was Seneschal of the Kingdom of Cyprus in 1286. (M.L. Santamas)

Each calendar year is given its own chapter, the earlier ones being necessarily 
shorter than the years after 1953, when the author became an active coin dealer. 
Descriptions of the association’s activities after that date are rounded out by the 
author’s own reminiscences. Appendices compiled by Nancy Green, late ANA 
Librarian, list ANA officers, conventions, membership numbers, and the names of 
winners of the various ANA prizes and awards.

mintages and actual numbers distributed (in some cases controversial), historical notes 
about the events or personalities commemorated, methods of distribution and scan¬ 
dals involved in marketing several of these issues, market pricing notes (historical 
prices), and notes on condition grading.

Tables provide statistics of annual copper purchases and deliveries 
of struck half cents and cents, 1792-1802. (Michael Hodder) 


329 BRESSETT, KENNETH E. An Experimental Roller Hub of the Se¬ 
cond U.S. Mint. The American Numismatic Association Centennial Anthology, Carl 
W.A. Carlson and Michael Hodder, Eds. (Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, 
Bowers and Merena Galleries, 1991) pp. 71-77 illus. 

A steel roller transfer hub in the collection of the Philadelphia Mint dated 1835 
shows that the mint experimented with the idea of transferring coinage designs to 
working dies by using a roller press. The author suggests that the idea originated 
with Franklin Peale and Christian Gobrecht and dates the hub to late 1836/early 
1837. The project was abandoned, however, and no dies were ever made using the 
cent design that appears on the roller hub.

He returned to America 
in 1856 and two years later was improperly convicted of forgery and sentenced to 
5 years in Sing Sing Prison. Pardoned 3 years later, Ulrich left New \brk for Cincin¬ 
nati, where he set up a sophisticated counterfeiting operation. After serving 8 years 
in Ohio’s State Penitentiary at Columbus, Ulrich produced his greatest counterfeits, 
but in the late 1870s he became an informant for the Secret Service. Ulrich died 
in 1908.

PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collect material published in their countries. The contents and quality of 
NL reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation creates a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to And and use material in the appropriate field 
more easily, while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Most 
entries are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological 
sections. In addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works 
in which recendy developed techniques for numismatic study are described 
or significantly applied. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 
distinguish the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad definition 
applied in Head’s Historia Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical titles are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions are welcome and may be addressed to the 
International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. The Editor thanks 
all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that participation will 
continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the 
bibliographic information and the abstract. 


Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The title of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original title should be followed by a translation into one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information should 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a Congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information should also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Totcil number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the title is fully descriptiive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending 
upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may 
be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or is written 
in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 


The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are removed from this control file 
as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. Title cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

is scrupulously followed, but Guruleva has added 8 pages of footnotes updating 
attributions, etc., in the light of subsequent information. The scholarly value of the 
work resides essentially in the plates and in Guruleva’s memoir. A detail interesting 
to collectors is the recording of the prices, in marks, francs, or shillings, that Tolstoi 
paid for the coins in his collection, something omitted from the fascicules published 
in his lifetime.

The examples presented here for 
the most part have the word PATRIJARH in Cyrillic in two lines on the obverse, 
and on the reverse a seated Christ with gospels in the left hand and the other raised 
in blessing. One interesting example, instead of Christ’s image on the reverse, has 
a helmet with ox horns and the worn inscription CONTE. This piece is possibly 
a hybrid, using a reverse die of an issue of the Lazarevi£ dynasty, which tends to 
confirm the dating of these coins.
